The investigation as reported on October 2, 1944 
reflected a discrepancy in the place of birth of the subject as reflected 
in his Selective Service file and the birth records of his two children. 
In the latter the subject's birth place was shown to be Russia’ while 
in the Selective Service file the birth place of the subject was 
reflected as Albany, New York. Subsequent investigation established 
that the subject was in fact born in Kiev, Russia and derived citizen- 
ship through the naturalization of his father. 


These facts reflecting a possible violation of the 
Selective Training and Service Act were discussed with Assistant i 
United States Attorney Louis Bender, Southern District of New York, at 
which timahe declined prosecution, dirécting that the subject have 
his Selective Service file changed to reflect the true place of birth, 
which was done. 


This information is set forth in letter form to 
advise of the contact with tha United States Attorney and his opinion 
in this matter and in view of the fact that no copies of the investigative 
reports in this case are being furnished to that office because of the 
character of the investigation and for security reasons.

_ Reference is made to memorandum dated November 
15, 1967, at New York. City, New York, captioned "Anniversary 
Tours". 


On October 25, 1967, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished the 
itinerary and passenger list for Anniversary Tour Number 3, 
which was booked through Consolidated Tours, Incorporated, 
New York, New York. 


The above mentioned passenger list reflected that 
Philip Caplan participated in the tour which began on November 
1, 1967 and ended upon return to the United States on November 
22, 1967. 


In September 1944, LA T-1 advised that Philip 
Caplan registered in 1936 as a member of the Communist Party 
6th Assembly District, 49th Election District, New York City, 
New York. , 


On February 27, 1950, LA T-2 advised that Caplan held 
Membership Policy Number 261037, International Workers Order 
Lodge 190, Bronx, New York, which was originally issued to 
him in March 1940 and continually held by him.

In July 1953, LA T-3 advised that Caplan signed 
Communist Party Nominating Petitions on both September 
16, 1941 and June 14, 1943. Source further advised that 
Caplan's name appeared on a seating list for a dinner sponsored 
by the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship (NCASF) 
at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, New York City, New York, on 
February 22, 1945. 


The National Council of. American-Soviet

in December 1946, LA T-4 advised that the December 1946 
membership list of the Communist Party, Parkchester Section, 
Bronx, New York reflected Caplan as a member of the Section. 


In February 1947, LA T-4 adviséd that Caplan was a 
"teacher" in schools conducted by the Bronx County Communist 
Party and he taught on the subject of the “American Labor

AMERTCAN LABOR PARTY (ALP) 


Mal 'Por years, the Comminists have put forth the 
ereatest efforts to capture the entire American Labor Party 
throughout New York State. They succeeded in capturing the 
Manhattan and Broolzlyn sections of the Americai Labor Party 
but outside of New York City they have been unable to win 
control.' (Special Committee on Un-American Activities, House 
Report 1311 on the CIO Political Action Committee, March 29, 
1944, p. 78.) 


"2 ‘Communist Gissimuletion extends into the field 
of political parties forming political front organizations 
such as the *** American Labor Party. The Communists are 
thus enabled to present their candidates for elective office 
under other than a straight Communist label.' (Internal 
Security Subcommittee of the Senate Judiciary Committee, Hand- 
pook for Americans, S. Doc.

In 
recent months the organization has sponsored demonstrations 
protesting tne United States involvement in Vietnam and 
ealling for the complete withdrawal of all United States 
troops from Vietnam, In the spring of 1966, it was instrumental 
in originating and putting into effect a campaign advocating 
support i "Deace candidates" in the upcoming 1966 Congressional 
elections, 2 


The game source stated that WSP is a non-membership 
organization and has no officers. .The organization is open 
to women of all political opinions who are interested in world 
peace, Tt makes no effort to exclude from its activities 
members of, or persons sympathetic to, the Communist Party 
and related groups. : 


The guiding force behind the Southern California 
WS groups is MARY CLARKE. A second source advised in July, 
j that CLARKE was @ropped from the Western Division, Los 
8s County Communist Party (LACCP) in the Spring of 1955,
